On Christmas morning every one of 
the hundred thousand soldiers of our 
national army in Europe is to receive 
a national Christmas present emblem- 
atic of the Yuletide good wishes of 
every town and city and province of

an unprecedented scale, Our ‘* Lady 
of the Snows” will be known hence- 
forth ‘* Our Lady ot the One Hundred 
Thousand Christinas Presents,’’ 

It is proverbially a difficult thing to 
select Christinas gifts, but in making 
their choice, the National Service 
Committee have the assurance of 
General Alderson who is in command 
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of our forces over seis that their 
present is of the utmost possible prac- 
tical value to the man at the front. 

Our National Christmas box is a 
pocket book or wallet containing writ 
ing paper, envelopes and pencils, It 
will be suitably inscribed ‘‘ Christmas 
Greeting to our Brave Soldiers from 
their Canadian Home.’’ and will be 
preserved not only for its utility, put 
for its value as an historical memento, 

It will form part of every soldiers 
kit, as an eloquent certificate of the 
affection and pride of the people of 
Canada. Going with him, carried on 
his person wherever he goes it will 
constitute, as it were, a bodily link 
between our soldier and his country. 
1t will be a symbol of Canadiau unity, 
more full of meaning than the much 
vaunted [ron Cross, 

The value of these one hundred 
thousand presents will be like the 
value of all true Christmas gifts, their 
intrinsic, sentimental value, Their 
cost in cash will be only $25,000 -rep- 
reseating 100,000 quarters from 100,000 
donors, or less than one-third cf a 
cent from each inhabitant of Canada, 

This project therefore should escape 
criticism on the seore of expense. 

The whole point ot this Nationel 
Christmas gift is that it should rep- 
resent as many donors in as many 
communities as possible, If the whole 
amount were subscribed in one city or 
one province the gift would miss its 
signiticance. The subscription list of 
a national gift soould be national in 
character, It should be like a petition 
to Parliament. It shoula contain as 
many names as possible, 

In view of the smali amount of 
money asked for this campaign of the 
women of Canada, acting through the 
National Service Committee, is not in 
the strict sense a campaign to collect 
money, but rather to cull from every 
nook and corner of Canada a garland 
of patriotic sentiment and to convey
